HE MAKES A SPEEUH UPON THE NEW
ORLEANS INCIDENT.

That America Is Not Eesponsible for the
Individual States Can’'t Be Admitted—
The Full Text of Blulne's Reply Not
Yet Recelved in Home.

RomEe, April 16.—The New Orleams
lyoching received attention in the Chamber
of Deputies to-day. Questions in regard to
it were raised by various members. Pre-
mier Rudini, in replying, said that the
Italian Government had not yet received
Mr. Blaine's note. He was not prepared to
make & definite statement to the Chamber of
the views and purposes of the Cabinet uutil
the note had been officially received and care-
fully read and considered.

However, be wonld say that Italy could net
admit that the diplomatio inecident was closed
until the United Stutes had acknowleaged the
duty of delivening the gulity parties over to
justice, and bad acknowledged the further
duty of indemnifying the fawmilles of the vic-
tuns who were [tallan subjects. Italy couid not
admit that the United States Government had
0o Tesy ibility Tor acts d within the
junsdiction of the individual States. This
plhase of the present complication was, in his
opinion, ove whioh interested mot only Italy
bul all the goveruments of the civilizsad world,
He {elt confident, however, that the matter
would be setiled without ereating political diffi-
culites between Italy and America. But be
could not refraln Mom expressing a feeling of
regret thal the Government of a country so
highly civilized as the Uni Hiates should not
1ol the duties of justice Mpd morality.

Lu conclusion Marquis di' Rudinl gave ex-
prossion to the hope that potwithstanding the
vecurrence of locidents tly o be re-
gretted in the controv .::'tll Italy and
the United Bintes, means of eoncillation honer-
able to both countries wounlid be found, In the
eourss of nts reply to the ino listlons the
Prewier said that on learning of the certainty
tbat four of the lynched men were Itallans, the
Itallan Government immediately directed the
sttention of the United States vernment to
the matter and received from that Govern-

ment satisfactory assurances, which were aft-
erward personally confirmed by Mr, Porter,the
United States Minister.

EHeading Presldent Harrison's Telogram.

The Premier then read the telegram which
President Harrison sent the Governor of Louls-
iana en March 18, and added thattbe Ital-
Ian Government, like President Harrison, de-
manded that the guilty parties be brought to
justice and that indemnity be granteato the
tamilies of the victims. As the action of the
United Siates, cootl d the Premler, had not
corresponded witn ils promises, the Italian
Government was coeostrained 10 demand a
formal assurance that the guilty parties should
be denounced, and that the title to indemnity
sbould pe admitted in principle,

The Uslted States Government, howsver:
falled to give this assurance, replying that the
Constitalion of the United States did not per-
mit the Federal Governmeat to interfere in
Siate affairs. The Prewier then pr ed to
give » detailed account of the negotiations be-
tween the lialian and American Governments,
onding with ibe order of Haron Favaio take
his departure on leave of absemce, seeing that
hio bad proved the inutility of diplomatic action,

The Marquis Imperiali was jpsiructed to
state that the incident would not be closed un-
tl the Federal Government had explicitly de-
clared that legal proceodinge against the
lyuchers would be promptly berun. Premier
di Hudini declined to make a statement re-
garding Secrelary Blaine's note, which he sad
he Lad not yet received, antll he bad read the
text of the paper. ke expressed limself as
being confident of the ultimate sett!ement of
the whole matter in a manner favorable to the
rights of ltaly and of those of all civilized
povernwent, all of whom were interested with
Italy on the point at issue.

A Mutter of Profonnd Regret.

It it were proved to be impossible to obtain a
tavorable salution aof the re compli-
cations would pot arise, but he would deem
i a matter of prolound regret that Sue peopleof
tbe United States, s0 far advanced 1n oivilizgs-
tlon, should show themselves far removed
from the principles of right and jastice ani-
versally proclaimed and scropuloualy observed
by Europe. These sentiments of the Premier
were loudly cheered Ly ali the deputies,

The
Marquis added that be preferred not to say
anythiog further while awaiting the receipt of
the full text of Mr, Blaine's reply, except that
e wis not and bad always besn sincersly de-
sirfous of a Iriendly solution of the difficulties
at present existing between the ltalian Govern-
went and the Government of she United States.

Though the full eorrespondence given outin
Washington yesterday was telegraphed to Lon-
don and was published in the Englisn papers,
only a summary was telagraphed from ndon
to the Italian papers, on sccount of their disin-
clination®o pay the tolls from London for the
full correspond ., hia explains the above
remarks of the Marquis di Rudini.

OTR CONSTITUTION ATTACKED

By Commt d'Arco In an Interview With
Minister Porter.

New Yok, April 16—The Iwmlian papers
which reached New York contain, among many
tnteresting comments of the press upon the de-
parture of BDaren Fava from Washington, an
afficial version of the interview which took
place at the ltsllan Foreign Office between
United States Minister Porter and Counnt
d'Arco, who, during the absence of the Marquis
di Rudini in Florenoe, was in charge of the
Foreign Office. b

MimnsterPorter defended atlength the conduct
of the United Btates Federal Government and
sought to seek delay. Finally Count d"Arco
torued and putto the American Minister the
following question in “pressing terms:"—

“Nuppose,” said he, “that a dozen Amsricans
were accused of treason and assassinated in
some [talisn eity, Suppose that onr Goverp.
ment should claim that it was nuable to
agalnst the guilty parties, not having the
powsr to interfere with the loeal judieial
authorities in the discharge of the duties which
are incumbent upon them. What would you
de? What would the Federal Government of
the United States do?

At this demand Minister Porter “shook him.
self" vivamousiy, and let it be elearly seen that
in sueh a case he would be prepared “io over-
throw half the world."

“What would the civilized world—what
would the United Stites of Amenca think of
such action, or, rather, of such inaction?™

Minister Porter was evidently greatly embar-
rassed, aond mu}:h‘ to explamn bow the Constl-
tation of the United States differed esseatially
from the Italian gonstitution, and how it was
siniply tnpessibie for the Federal Government
to interfere in the local aflairs of Lousiana,

But Usunt d'Arco replied guickly: “We
hate mlthmi: to do with your shortcomings or
its meries. 17 it is badly bung together it is
for the citizens of America Lo gorrect it, not us.
Wedonot kinow 4 econstitution worthy of a
civilized people which does not seeure full and
jurtapplication of the penal code, which is the
nurst basis of & clvilized socisty.”

IN THE CORONER'S INQUEST OVER THE
MOREWO0OD VICTIMS,

Captaln Loar Swears Posltively He Gave No
Order to Fire—The Murderous Intentions
of the Mob Froved—Sheriff Clawson Tes-
tifies,

GREENSBURG, April 16,—The Coroner's
Jury in the Morewood riot cases, aftera long
siege in the courtroom to-day and a hard
fight all sround, adjourned until to-morrow
morning at 9 o'elock. Al the witnesses
examined in the forencon testified to the
bloodthirsty threats of the mob as it marched
toward Morewood, The testimony in the
afternoon was equally strong against the
rioters.

Sheriff Clawson testified he was called to
Morewood March 29. He then drove to
Tarr's to communicate with the Governor.
He could hear the strikers gathering at
Tarr's. When he got back to Morewood
they were gathering on the hill. He esti-
mated the crowd-at about 600 men. Thoy made
a rald upon the works and destroysd considera-
ble property. They theo left for the Standard
Works.

Without Precedent, bat Constitational.

Senator Robinson admitted that there was
no precedent for the method pressribed 1n
the bill, but he had consulted some eminent
lawyers and they pronounced it constitu-
tional. It would save the BState s waat
sum of money. He favored a convention,
beeause it was the oaly way in which true
ballot reform could be had. Ha was sot
opposed to the Baker bill, and would sup-
port it in the Seaate,

tution, and had it been prepared by anyone
but the self-styled reformers who bad
brooght it there, it wonld not bhave been
